Proclamation To People —

HAILE SELASSIE’S 


famous proclamation 


to his people last July, appealing for mercy 
for the Italians, was published textually in 
London yesterday for the first time at the re- 
quest of members of Parliament. 

The proclamation promised British arms, 
“of which you are so much in need,” and an- 
nounced that the British Air Force was des- 
troying tnemy fortifications. 


It proceeds: "f have notified the 
Italians in Ethiopia, who are now 
completely encircled, that they 
should surrender to save them. | 
selves useless destruction, 

“Therefore 1 charge you 
solemMly to receive kindly and 
protect thos, Itallans who may 
surrender, 


Honour And Good Name 


“Do not retaliate with the 
cruelty which was inflicted on 
our people but show yourselves 
honourable and humane soldiers. 

“Do not forget that when the 
valiant Ethiopians made Italians 
captive at battle they handed 
them to their Emperor without 
doing them any harm, thus earn- 
ing for Ethiopia honour and a 
good name.” 

When the proclamation was 


circulated in the Commons, Mr. 
Philip Noel-Baker (Labour) sug- 
gested Government should public- 
ly express appreciation of the 
“generous and statesmanlike po- 
licy followed by our ally, the 
Emperor of Ethiopia, despite the 
many cruelties of the Italians 
against his subjects.” 

Mr. R. A. Butler, Under-Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, agreed 
it was “a valuable document 
which should be read with all 
consideration.” — Reuter.

“L attacked one as he did a stall 
turn to avoid me, fired a few 
seconds burst at 100—150 yards’ 
range, and saw him spiral down 
and crash into the sea, After fir- 
ing at two more, I noticed another 
Italian making a dash back for 
the French coast.

For both he and his Propaganda 
Minister, Goebbels —¢mphatically 
declared that there would never 
be “another 1918’ in Germany. 
Qui s?excuse, s’'accuse. These two 
sentences betray’ the ‘vital truth, 
that our best ally, the memory 
of 19248, is busy in Germany, 


In 1918, after 33% years of un- 
interrupted victories, the Germans 
suddenly found themselves defeat- 
ed. No German has. ever forgot- 
ten that; those Who: are too young 
to remember:have been told by 
their parents. The very words 
“Nineteen-Eighteen” are a langu- 
age, a menace, a_ verdict and 
a grim warning to. every.German., 
With every day’ that passes and 
does not bring’ Victory (as dis- 
tinct from victories) . the thought 
of “1918” looms larger in the 
‘German mind, lice a black thun- 
dercloud on the horizon. 


Thus these two sentences, de- 
signed to banish fear and reassure, 
show what is, happening “inside 
Germany" and in .the German, 
mind. 


Hitler to-day, like all his peo- 
ple, must hear the words “Nine- 
teen-Eighteen” in his nightmares. 
He has won even greater vic- 
tories than Ludendorff had won 
by 1918—but he __ still has not 
gained Victory. He knows what 
his people are thinking and wait- 
ing for, the doubt that festers at 
the back of their minds, 


That is why the other revealing 
passages in his speech are those in 
which he promised them "decisive 
blows” this year and swore that 
the German fighting -forces would 
“compel a decision by hoolk or by 
crook” this year.

But little by little, and due to 
one of those natural reactions 
which constitute the secret of the 
strength of the British public. the | 
inhabitants began again to shave 
themselves, to steep and, in gen- 
cral, to tidy themselves up, ?

The gigantic red multi-wheeled 
omnibuses of London, as slow and 
as complicated as the very British 
Empire the fame of which has 
gone out throughout the world. 
have been substituted by the poly- 
chromatic greys and strident 
colours of the provincial 'buses. 


‘‘sMorale Cannot Be 
Broken” 


Senor Armesto, who was in 
Lyndon some years aro, returned 
to Spain and went throush the 
Civil War. He came back to 
Landon at the outbreak of the 
war, He said to) a London re- 
porter:— 

“The air bombardment of Lon- 
don is, from a military point of 
view. useless. and if the Germans 
are attempting to break the morale 
of Londoners they will fail. It can- 
not be done. 

“As a sign of London's reaction 
to the raids, I may mention that 
a week ago I toured many shel- 
ters and found: them half-empty. 
People are now staying at home. 
Incidentally, the | ‘shelters are 
more comfortable and more hy- 
gienic than they were.” 

Senor Armesto is impressed with 
the demeanour of London women, 
but he’said that it'was only what | 
he expected, because they are a 
quiet ‘“non-hysterical”. type. The 
only ‘difference he notices in them, 
compared with pre-war days. is 
that so many are now ‘wearing 
uniforms and “big boots.”

Eight years ago, I watched: Hit~- | 
ler, the néw Reich Chancellor, 
receive, hour after hour, the ac~ 
clamation of his marching’ Storm 
Troops from a_ spotlit, window 
in the Wilhelmstrasse.. Om. Jonuary 
30, 1941,.I heard him,‘ the. con- 
queror of, half Europe, speak’ ‘to 
the Germans and promise ' them 
decisive victory “this year.” 

We get little news,. these,days, 
of what is happening “inside Ger- 
many,” and Hitler’s Jast wish. is 
that we should know. His spetch 
was drafted to conceal and cur-

tain everything we should like to 
know about the German mind— 
and yet, between, the lines, it tells 
all} os 

For both he and his Propaganda 
Minister, Goebbels emphatically 
declared that there would never 
be “another 1918" in Germany. 
Qui sexcuse, s’accuse, These two 
sentences betray the vital truth, 
that our best ally, the memory 
of 1918, is busy in Germany, 


In 1918, after 3% years of un. 
interrupted victories, the Germans 
suddenly found themselves defeat- 
ed. No German has ever forgot- 
ten that; those who are too young 
to remember have been told by 
their parents. The very words 
“Nineteen-Eighteen” are a langu- 
age, a menace, a_ verdict and 
a grim warning to.every German, 
With every day that passes and 
does not bring Victory (as dis-. 
tinct from victories). the thought 
of “1928" looms larger in the 
German mind, like:a black thun- 
dercloud on the horizon. 


Thus these two sentences, de- 
signed to banish fear and reassure, 
show what is happening “inside 
Germany” and in the German 
mind, 

Hitler to-day, like all his peo- 
ple, must hear the words “Nine. 
teen-Eighteen” in his nightmares, 
He has won even greater vic- 
tories than Ludendorff had won 
by 1918—but he still has not 
gained Victory. He knows what 
his people are thinking and wait- 
ing for, the doubt that festers at 
the back of their minds. 

That is why the other revealing 
passages in his speech are those in 
which he promised them “decisive 
blows” this year and swore that 
the German fighting forces would 
“compel a decision by hook or by 
crook” this year. ee 

The blows will fall. He must 
strike, anyway: it is his last hope. - 
He indicated what the blows will 
be—savage submarine and aerial 
warfare, possibly an invasion. 

In those few sentences the 
whole truth about “inside Ger- 
many” was disclosed. Hitler knows 
that 1941 is his 1918. unless he 
ean gain complete Victory. He’ 
cannot rise again, on January 30, 
1942, and again swear that there 
will never be “another 1918” in 
Germany, that 1942 will bring 
“decisive victory.” -By-that time 
the thought and - fear ‘of “1918” 
will be too heavy in the hearts of 
the Germans. . : ' 
-:He must win, by October, or 
‘disappear very soon afterwards, 
rAnd-he cannot win. -

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GERMAN Tags 


WHILE THE increasing number of Nazi 
bombers falling victim to hight fighters at- 


tracts attention, the 


destruction of Nazi 


fighters by British bombers is a subject on 
which the public has not been greatly inform- 
ed but at is now possible to give some details 


of these encounters. 


Again and again these night fighters are 
seen when R.A.F. bombers have no time to 
turn aside from the more urgent task of at- 


tacking targets. 


Sometimes, and especially on 
the way home, they have some 
minutes to spare for a quick en- 
counter. 


When an enemy night fighter 
has disapp€ared in the dark it is 
not always possible to say it has 
been destroyed. 


British crews may feel certain 
that the enemy was so badly 
damaged that if it cannot reach 
its base it must soon crash, but 
unless thera ig some more ob- 
vfous sign of disaster the enemy 
ia only claimed as a “probable.” 
The record of this month's en- 

counters with German night figh- 
ters contained several such pro- 
bables as well as an encouraging 
number of certainties. 


Cologne Clashes 


The month began well. On the 
night of March | the enemy put 
up many night fighters to protect 
Cologne, 

There were a number of in- 

> conclusive encounters during 
which several Messerschmidts 
gave up the struggle, and the crew 
of one R.A-F, bomber saw a two- 
engined fighter burst into flames 
— the enemy was held by one of 
his own searchlights — and disap- 
peared below. 


On the same night both gun- 
ners of ahother, bomber fired long 
bursts into another enemy 4ir- 
craft and put it out of action,

Mr. Keswichk’s 
Complaint

casion of his visit to Hong Kong 
in the ‘President Monroe” in

tinued until we decided to allow 
vo Vmited number at a time 
behind the counter to obtain their 
permits or their deposit refunds, 
after which they left by the back 
door. We had far too little furni- 
ture. We had to rent some and 
we had to borrow some, For days 
we used two or three wicker 
stools which we borrowed from 
the photographer. For days, it 
was impossible for some of the 
staff to work and for well over: 
three weeks I myself did not have 


a chair because not enough desks |* 


to carry on his gigantic task with 
efficiency. For weeks we were 
packed together like sardines. The 
Commission visited the Immigra- 
tion Office on March 12, and it 
was my privilege to show you 
about. The Commission saw the 
small space allotted to us before 
and after the passports and ac- 
counts departments — and the 
security deposit refunding section 
were moved from Marina_House 
to the Central Branch in Queen's 
Building. In the  1.0.’s “private 
1@ft, by 24ft, on many 
days prior to your visit, as many as 
32 persons could be found herded 
together working. At the same 
time, the wash room attactred to 
the 1.0.'s office, was sometimes 
used as working space. 

The Commission saw what, un- 
til March 24, were the permit- 
writing and permit-signing de- 
partments. This space was form- 
erly divided into two rooms, the 
passports department and the per- 
mit-writing department. The 
space occupied by the latter de- 
partment until just about three 
weeks before your visit measured 
19ft. by 12ft, 4in. and in it at one 
time we had as many as 39 peo- 
ple working around two esks 
and two dining tables. This was 
less than 6 sq. ft. per person. Even 
up to March 24, the total space 
for the permit-writing, permit- 
signing, issuing and shroffs’ de- 
partments, accommodating some 
60 persons, is but 54%ft. by 19ft! 
The danger to the health of the 
staff ‘was, to say the least, serious 
for it was quite impossible to work 


‘and at the same time to keep the 


surging crowds orderly so that 
some reasonable system of deal- 
ing with applicants could be car- 
ried out. The conditions under 
which we, worked, create dis- 
satisfaction and call for condem- 
nation. : 


Nerve-Wracking |

During 
the days of temporary furniture, 
when working pressure was at its 
height, we were provided with 
eight black dining room tables, but 
even these were better than noth-

Ration Issues 


“We' did not have enough sta- 
tionery or foolscap books and con- 
siderable delays in the issue of 
permits were occasioned when we 
were not supplied with the neces- 
sary permit forms and residence 
certificates. On several oc- 
casions we almost ran out of 
stock and, as a result, we had to 
ration our issue. I know the Immi- 
gration Officer made repeated re- 
quésts for fresh supplies and it 
was some days before he received: 
them. With reference to the 
question of shroffs, I am certain 
that, fad we a couple of extra 
shroffs, the work. of the Immi- 
gration Office would have been 
accelerated considerably, 

“We ran out of security deposit 
receipt. books just before ~ the 
Chinese New Year and, although 
we made frantic appeals for new. 
supplies, none were forthcoming. 
The situation became so serious 
indeed that, on the eve of Chin- 


ese New Year's Day,:thé Immi-'|- 


gration Officer sent me out to try 
and get some non-Government 
printers to print some. I went 
from printer to printer but none 
would agree to undertake the job. 
because their staffs were off for 
the Chinese New Year. I asked. 
the Editor of the ‘South China 
Morning Post’ for aid but 
his reply was virtually the same. 
Finally the Central News Agency 
manager very kindly agreed to 
print on his mimeograph five 
hundred receipt forms. These were 
delivered: after the Immigration 
Officer had written an official let- 
ter to the Central News Agency 
appealing te them for their co- 
operation,

ing. When the cheques were pre- 
sented at the Bank, they were 
dishonoured because, | was told 
by the Immigration Officer, the 
Treasury had failed to place 
enough money into the account of 
the Immigration Office. The 
money-changer again went to the 
Bank after Junch but still no 
money had been deposited. This 
thing happened on not only one 
occasion but on several. Mr. For- 
rest remarked that he was giving 
up in despair any hope of secur- 
ing cooperation from the Treasury. 


“Beneficial’’ 


“The various agencies were 
federated under the control of the 
Jeneral Agency. In this way, we 
dealt with two or three repre- 
sentatives of the General Agency 
in comparison with former times 
when we had to deal with some 
forty or fifty representatives of 
different firms or public organi- 
sations, Since the establishment of 
the General Agency, the Immigra- 
tion Office has been relieved of a 
considerable amount of work and 
congestion. In former days, repre- 
sentatives of the diferent agen- 
cies were permitted behind the 
counter. Many roamed 
from one desk to another, picking 
up papers and going through them 
as though they were publ.c pro- 
perty. They used to go to the 
shrofts' department ta pay for 
and collect their permits and, on 
numerous occasions, they block- 
ed the passage way. T may ex- 
plain that we had no 
tneans of dividing off the shroff's 
department from the rest of the 
office, which we all agreed was 
necessary for the safety of cash 
und permits. Iam of the firm 
opinion that the establishment of 
the General Agency has proved 
beneficial so far as the Immigra- 
tion Otfice is concerned. 


“Doing Well’’ 


“Under the conditions which 
we worked, 1 hold that, if we 
were able to show fifty per cent. 
efficiency, we were doling = re- 
markably well. Up to only a few 
weeks ago, we did not have a 
chance to settle down but now 
that we have put things into 
working order of a more or less 
normal type (though 1 might add 
that we could do better if we are 
given a litte more time to put 
things in ship-shape order), 
things are working more smooth- 
ly. We have been able to put into 
effect part of our plans for a 
workable system which eventual- 
ly should prove 
ficient. We are getting through 
considerabiy more work than 
we formerly did and whereas 
it used to take between a weelc 
or ten days to issue a permit, 
sometimes longer, we mow take 
about 48 hours, The number of 
permits issued up to the present 
(4.30 p.m. on March 25) are: 

Six Months: 82,238; One Year: 
3,866; Two Years: 27,217; Four 
Yeurs: 18,618;°Ten Years: 19,062. 

Total: . 160,999 in addition to 
13,200 old forms.

No Rest 


“Generally speaking, the work 
was exceedingly onerous and, in 
all the years of my long experi- 
ence with newspapers. where we 
had our own rushes, I have seen
